“The rays on the picture represent the blood 
and water which gushed forth from the depth 
of My Mercy when my agonizing Heart was 
opened on the Cross. The pale rays symbolize 
the water, which justifies the soul; and the 
red rays represent the blood, which is the life 
of the'soul.

Before 
I come as a just judge I will reveal myself as the 
King of Mercy so that no one will be able to excuse 
himself on the Day of Judgement, which is slowly 
approaching.”
